Bosyox, April 8 —The Mugwump ma-
chine, which has been running the Demo-
eratic party in Massachusetts the past six
vears, got out of order st the Democratic
State Convention to-day, and while the dev-
otees of Mr. Cleveland were trying to
pateh up the break, the old-line, straight-
out Demoerats indulged in some plain talk
as to the manner in which the kid-gloved
Mugwumps bad been rumninz things
There was a red-hot skirmish between the
Mugwump factions, and the stmightout
Democrats, designated as *‘the Turks,” gave
Hill » boom, and at the same time ex-
pressed plainly their disapproval of the at-
tempt to foist Mr. Cleveland upon the party
in the coming Presidental fight.

The discontent has been growing rapidly
of late, and there have been oecasional
mutterings, but the voleano did mot burst
into activity until to«day, when an attempt
weus made 1o apply the Cleveland murzle.
Then the regulars kicked, and had it not

been for General Colling’ diplomaey the
Mugwumps would have been overthrown.
As it was, although the machine delegates
were elected, they will go to Chicage unin-
structed.

The Cleveiand Siate Gors Throngh.

It had been the intention to give Cleve-
laud such a flat-fooled ‘ndorsement that it
would be & virtus! instruction to the dele
gution to support him first, last and all the
time. The Hill or anti-Cleveland faction
was ignored until the day before the con-
veption., The Cleveland men were in full
control, and they took good care that every
avenue of atiack should be fully guarded.
Their ficket was made up some time ago,
and all the Cleveland influence was brought
to bear to elect it. These are the names:

General Patrick A. Colling, of Boston;
General John W, Corcoran, of Clinton;

Then the storm broke. Alderman Keenan,
of Boston, was reoognized, and offered as
un umendment his resolution in recognition
ol Hill. Tustantly there was a hubbub. The
Cleveland men tried to have Alderman
Kecoun choked off.  This eregted great con-
tukion, and it was several minutes before
Mt Keenan could make himself heard. The
Chuirman bad recognized his right 10 offer
an amendment, despite the objections of the
Clevelund men. is was the amendment:

As long 8s Presidents can have a second
term they will eacrifice everthing to
secure that, and they will distribute
patronage where they think it will do the
most good. 1 think for the average man, in
times of peace, when no great question is
agitating the people, one term is enough.
Mr. Harrison has had good luck, and he
oucht to be eatisfied. He took five cards
in his political draw and got four aces, and
with sneh good fortune he onght to be content.

+His administration has been good in the
main, and he has piven fair satisfaction, but
1 do not think he has earned a remomina-
tion, and I do not believe he will get it
He certainly bhas but few elements of popu-
larity and eannot expect to get a vote out-
side of his party.

KICK AGAINST AN APPOINTMENT

Governor McKinley Asked to EReconsider
One of His Nomlnations.

STEUBENVILLE, April 8 — [Spedal]—
Republicans of Steubenville are in ferment
to-day on aceount of Governor McKinley's
reappointment of H. H. McFadden ass
Democratic member of the State Board of
Public Charities. Mr. McFadden is the
editor of the Steubenville Gastle, a local
Demoeratic paper, and a few years azo took
such sides in the nailers’ strike that his pa-
per was boveotted. That boyeott was sub-
sequently raised, but is practieally opera-
tive to-day among members of various
trades unions in this vicinity. When he
was appointed to the Board of Charities by
Governor Foraker, Sve years ago nupon rec-
ommeadation of then Benator but now
Sixth Aunditor of the Treasury Coulter, the
appointment was bitterly sssailed, ana the
reenmmendation cost Coulier a nomination
for Congress four vears ago, and besides was
the cause of Governor Foraker receiving a
mnl{ reduced mujoﬁ:ly in this county,
when he was subsequently a candidate.

The same bitter feeling still exists, and
in addition thereto the Gamsite recently at-
tacked rather vicionsly the order of Ameri-
can Mechanies, which numbers nearly 700
members, mostly Republicans, in this
vieinity. These, with active Republicans
and laboring men, are vigorously protesting
azainst the appointment by Governor Me-
Kinley—the Republicans on the ground
that this year Jefferson is in a clore Congres-
sional distriet and needs every vote the Re-
publicans ean secure. The appointment
was confirmed in the Senate vesterday, but
to-day was reconsidered and hung up in the
Committee on Benevolent Tnstitutions
Petitions were forwarded to the Governor
to-night requesting him to reconsider the
appointment.

Mr. Paige's New York Lawyer Explains the
Status of Affairs.

ATTEMPT TO STRAIGHTEN A TANGLE

EPECTAL TFLEGHAM TO THE DISPATCH.)
New Yorg, April 8—There is no longer
any mystery concerning the whereabouts of
Colonel David R. Psige, of the big con-
iracting firm of Paige, Carey & Co., of 45
Broadway, who disappeared abdlt two
weeks ago and has not since been heard of,
so far as many of his out-of-town creditors
and the general public is concerned. Mr.
Paige is on his way to Dresden, to ses John
Huntington, of Cleveland, in order to
straighten out with him the tangle about
the indorsement of Huntington’s name to
Paige, Carey & Co. paper.

A. C. Hord, Mr. Huntington's Cleveland
agent, and W. R. Huntington, son of #John
Huntington. are trying to head off Mr.
Paige and beat him in the race to reach Mr.
Huntington. The men are only a few hours
aspart in the race, and it is not eertain
which is ahead.

Mr. Paige left New York om the North
German Lloyd steamship Trave on March
20. The vessel arrived at Southampton at 3
A. M. April 7, and at Brémerhavean at 9
o'clock this morning, Mr. Hord and voung
Mr. Huntington left here on March 30 by
the Majestic, which arrived in the Mersey
at 5 2 M. April 6

The Race Apparentiy a Dead Heat.

The race is spparently a dead heat. Mr.
Huntington ecannot have been informed in
any detail of the condition of affairs, and
the ease for one side or ihe other will be
Ermnted to him for thefirst time by the

rst man whogets to him. He iz in very del-
icate health, and a friend of his said to-day
be was afraid the effect of the excitement on
the old man might be serious

Mr, Paige is Mr. Huntington's brother-
in-law. There has always been friendship
between the two men, and Mr. Hontington,
who 15 a millionaire, has backed Mr. Paige
in many of his business transactions. The
firm of Paige, Carey & Co, is well known
pretty much all over the country. Tt built
two sections of the new aqueduct, built the
Guttenburg race track and a number of rail-
roads in Ohio, West Virginia and other
States, beside doing a great deal of bridge
work and all sorts of public work.

Some of Mr. Huntington's relatives, it is
said, are jealous of Paige’s influence over
him, and of the way he 18 backing Paige.
The trouble has been of very long standing.
Some time ago the Painesville, 0., Savings
Bank, of which Mr. Paige's brother was
cashier, failed. That Paige was

Where the to Figare,

Just after the failure rumors of the insta-
bility ot Paige, Clrez & Co., and of worth-
less paper issued by the firm, began to
circulate, It was given out later that con-
siderable riaper issued by Paige, Carey &

., bearing John Huntington's indorse-
ment, had been discovered by Mr. Hunting-
ton’s representatives, audthat the indorse-
ments were forgeries. It was given out
that Mr. Huntington had cabled from Ger-
many, in answer to Juutionl, that he had
not indorsed any Paige's paper for a
vear. At 8 meeting of Huntingion’s
trustees, on March 28 it was said that
$285,000 of this forged paper was held in
Cleveland, and that Paige was telegraphed
to in this city, but that no answer was re-
:ﬁ“d' and that no one had heard of him

ce.

A reporter learned that no atiachments
had been issued by Paige’'s ereditors in this
city, und that they seemed to be eatirely
indifferent to the Cleveland rumpns. The
firm has a claim of over £500,000 inst the
c:t , but no lien has been vl on this
claim,

Mr. L. Laflin Kellogg, of the firm of Kel-
logg, Rose & Smith, who has been Mr.
Paige’s counsel for a long time, decided to-
day to tell the'whole siory, as far as bhe
knew it. He dictated the following state-
ment, which was corroborated by Mr. Sey-
mour, the manager of Paige, Carey & Co.,
of this city:

The Statement of Lawyer Seymour.

I have known Colonel David R. Paige for
the lest seven or elght yesrs, and huve acted
as his attorney and counsel for the firm
during that time. I know hmm to be as
straightforward and honest a man as I ever
had dealings with. I have been South fora
week or ten days, and was not here when
Colonel Paige left town, but from what he
told me before 1 went away I learned about
the unfriendly and envious feelings existing
in the minds of Mr. Huntington's ngents and
some of hiz relatives, who were trving to
ruin Paige’s credit add break his intfiuence
with Mr. Huntington.

FIERCE FIGHT WITH FLAMES,

Three Hundred Men Turn Out to Subdne
a Torrific Forest Fire,

Warerrorp, N. J., April B —[Speeial ]
—A terrific forest fire to-night endangers

flames,

A Charge of Insincerity.

“In submitting false and unfair reasons
for its refusal to receive me as the United
States Minister cur Government did not de-
mand an explanation as it should have
done. Our Government did not go into the
subject with the sineerity that should have
prompted it, and which was due to the Gov.
ernment and myself,

“My own investigations convinced me
that & combination of English and Amer-
ican eapitalists had more to do with China's
refusal to accept me than the Chinese Gov-
ernment had. These ecapitalists are and
have been closely associnted with the pres-
ent Chinese Minister and they were fearful
that my installation there might be hurtiul
to them and their interesta*”

Free Materials for Manufacturers Could Be
Imported and

THE TARIFF REFORM CRAZE BE KILLED

[SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOR.]

WASHINGTON, April 8 —A very imports
ant commercial proposition is being cone
sidered by Senator Chandler. It ia the es=
tablishment of free port privileges, such as
are enjoyed by Hamburg, Germany. The
German Government has the same protee-
tive tariff laws that the United States has
By a special act of the Reichstag a portion
of Hamburg was sbout 1886 set apart from
the city proper, inte which ships might
come and go at will, bringing raw msterials
to be manufactured, and carrying out the
manufactured articles; into which ma-
chinery could also come at frea will all frea
of duty, and the commercial interests of the
city in general, or that part of it set aside
#s & free port, would be as free from imporé
duties and the commercial law of the coun-
try as if they were conducted on the banks
of England’s Clyde. A canal marked ihat
line upon one side of which the customs
dnties, ete., were effective, while upon the
other they were as free ascould be im=
agined.

It Works Well in Germany.

The operation of Hamburg’s free
been very satisfactory. Th:"dt)r mm?n
immensely. A very large foreign trade has
been enltivated, and the raw materials come
in free and also machinery for manufacture,
The work is done by natives, who spend
most of their mnne& for articles which pay
duties. The operatives and proprietors ﬁ:l
mostly in the protective part of the city,
pay taxes, and are subject to the laws of

rmsny.

The eivil aathorities coptrol the free port
portion of Hamburg the same as the other
portions. Whenever it is desired to sell
any of the articles manufactured at the fres
port, they go through the bands of the cus-
toms officers the same as if they had been
imported. A wall or canal surrounds all of
thdt portion of the free port not open to
navigation, so that it is no easier tosmuggle
than it would be at any other port.

Some of the Otjections Overcome.

It is proposed to pass a law by Congress
which will establish certain eonditions pre-
cedent te the location of a free port at any
point in this country. It was at first ob-
jected that the provision in the Federal
Constitution which provides that no privi-
lege in commerce shall be given ome city,
State or section which is denied other cities
or sections would bar out this scheme, for it

was thought to be necessary to name the
ecities ig the law which should be free ports
if they wished, but it has beea decided that

a general law may be passed setting u

geE:r:l ennditionsynnd requirements whicg
any city—probably only those having
navigstion leading to the ocean—ean eomply
with and become a free port for manufactur-

ing purposes.

Itpwunld, of eourse, cost 8 good deal of
money to make preparations for a free port,
and only a few cities would take advan
portunity. It may be asked why,
if asingle free port would be good for &
city or the country, it would not be good to
make all cities free ports, or to make the
entire country a free port.

R for Meoting a Demand.

The proposition to make a few cities fres
ports, or as many as want them, is to utilize
our resources in the way of labor and ma-
terials in manufactures for foreizn marketa
These tree ports would presumably be de-
voted to the manufacture of goods for for-
eign markets. If any other products ware
eonsumed in this country, as they would
be, thez.mld pay duties as now, snd we
wonld be having the wdvantage of the low
prices without lowering the of
wages.

At present we buyimported articles mads
by hands not fed in this country, which owe
no allegianes to our flag, and we bave no
vontrol over the produetion. Under the
free port system there would be no free trada
whenever the trade was to be with our own
country. So long as the trade was con-
ducted with articles made from imported
materials in the free port or in part of
our produects there would be no restriction.
In short, every trade advantage would be on
our side.

With a free port we wonld furnish ali the
labor a great deal of the raw material,
and yetMone of the products made trom fres
materials imported would be sold in competi-
tion to those produced in whole in this
country unless they paid the duties now im«
posed.

At First Mot With Saspleion.

When the proposition was first made ab
the Treasury Department it was received
with suspicion. Then it pereolated the
official heads, and was so well regarded that
it was believed Secretary Foster wounld
recommend it in his apnual report. There
wera many other important subjects occupy-
ing his attention, and it went over.

A number of the leading Senators have
been investigating the subfect and recognize
its merita. One of them will introduce it
soon. I¢ would have appeared earlier in
this session, but no one it in definite
shape, and no one appeared to bave the
genius to formulate the bill

It is not believed thers would be many
free rts opened under the bill, but
enough to demand an enormous increase ot
our raw material output and make heavy
drafts upon our labor. New York, Boston,
Baltimore, Charleston, New Orieans, San
Franeiseo, Duluth, Chicago, and possibly &
few other cities situated on the coasts or
having lake connections with the 0@:2
would eomply with the requirements
undertake the manufacturs of goods for
foreign markets, with the advantage of iree
materials from abroad whenever needed.
